MOMENCE  HISTORY 

Writen  in  1925  by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Allen 


Momence  derives  its  name  from  an  Indian 
half  breed  of  the  Pattawatomie  tribe,  who  in- 
I  habited  this  part  of  the  state.  In  1830  the 
place  where  our  beautiful  /city  is  situated  was 
roamed  by  the  Indians  and  wild  beasts.  Among 
the  early  settlers  were  Enoch  and  Asher  Sar- 
geant,  William  Nichols,  A.  S.  Vail,  Walter 
Hess  and  Thomas  Sweeney 

But  seven  log  houses  were  here  at  that 
time;  the  first  of  them  was  located  near  the 
bridge  west  of  Range  Street,  now  known  as 
, Dixie  Highway  and  ooocupied  by  Robert  Hill 
kept  a  tavern,  all  were  built  on  the  river  bank 


near  the  water  e 

A.  S.  Vail  built  the  first  school  house  in 
the  county.  The  same  building  is  now  used  as 
a  kitchen  on  the  Vail  piece,  owned  by  Mark  Ey 
ler.  Merritt  and  Wilbur  opened  the  first  store 
in  this  vicinity  in  1838. 

The  Cantway  house,  which  until  a  few 
years  ago  stood  just  north  of  the  Wennerholm 
Bros,  garage  was  the  first  frame  dwelling  to 
be  built  in  the  village  of  Loraine.  It  stood  on 
River  street  across  from  the  late  Chad.  Astle 
home  and  was  originally  a  part  of  the  Old  Hill

Momence  History 


Tavern.  Sargent  and  Perry  built  the  first  saw 
mill  on  Strunk's  Island,  now  beautiful  Island 
Park 

The  first  Fourth  of  July  celebration  wa s 
held  in  1S37  by  70  people.  The  speakers  were 
Philip  Worcester  and  Newell  Beebe.  The  next 
celebration  wras  held  in  1840  and  it  was  on  this 
occasion  that  a  large  United  State  flag  was 
displayed,  the  handwrork  of  Mrs.  Simonds  and 
Mrs  Metcalf.  A  crude  conveyance  was  ponstrut 
ed  by  S.  G.  Chamberlain  and  Walter  Chipman 
who  put  boards  across  a  large  home  made  wra 
gon  to  which  was  hitched  two  large  red  and 
white  oxes,  and  all  the  young  people  that  it 
would  hold  crowded  into  it,  shouting  and  wav 
ing  the  flag.  The  vehicle  was  driven  down  the 


road,  our  Dixie  Highway  and  proceeded  to  the 
Chipman  place,  where  they  had  dinner  and  the 
speeches  were  made. 

The  first  doctors  were  Mazuzan,  Land  and 
Lynds.  The  old  dam  was  built  in  1836-37.  The 
first  bridge  across  the  Kankakee  river  was 
built  one  mile  above  the  present  bridge  in  1842 
and  was  known  as  Hill's  Crossing.  It  was  car¬ 
ried  away  by  ice  and  flood  in  1844,  rebuilt  in 
1846  and  was  again  carried  away  by  high  wa¬ 
ter  in  1S’49. 

William  A.  Chatfield  built  the  first  grist 
mill  in  1844.  W.  G.  Nichols  was  the  first  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  Peace.  The  first  church  was  built  by 
the  Union  Hall  denomination  in  1853.

church  services  were  held  in  the  house  occupied 
by  Charles  Butterfield,  or  the  one  just  north 
of  it.  Rev.  Burr  did  the  preaching,  made  the 
coffins  and  buried  the  dead.  The  First  Baptist 
church  was  erected  in  1852  and  Rev.  Storrs 
was  its  first  pastor.  The  first  Methodist  church 
1  was  built  in  1863  - on  the  site  of  the  present 
church.  The  first  Episcopal  church  was  of 
frame  and  was  erected  in  1870,  and  it  is  now 
in  use  by  the  Orange  Kist  Bottling  Works.  The 
present  church  was  built  in  1881.  It  was  called 
the  “Pond  Lilly  Church,”  because  of  the  many 
pond  lillies  having  been  picked  there.  The  first 
reptor  of  the  church  was  Rev  D.  Phillips.  The 
first  Catholic  church  was  built  in  1887,  where 
the  present  church  'stands.  Father  George  Kes 


ter  was  the  first  resident  priest. 

The  Central  School  was  bulit  in  1872  at 
a  cost  of  $20,000.00.  The  Hay  Palace  was  es¬ 
tablished  is  1890  and  1891.  St.  Patrick’s  Aca¬ 
demy  was  instituted  in  1906.  Range  Street  was 
paved  in  1907.  The  Civil  War  Memorial  Mon¬ 
ument  was  unveiled  on  July  4.  1909.  The  new 
home  of  St.  Patrick’s  church  was  completed  in 
1912.  "Fhe  Edward  Chipman  Public  Library 
was  built  in  1912. 

In  1912  about  sixteen  patriotic  women  de¬ 
cided  to  decorate  the  triangle  in  the  Central 
school  ground,  obtaining  the  permit  from 
school  board  With  the  help  of  many  worthy
